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Jesse Faulk was born circa 1785 in North Carolina and 
died in March of 1856 in Marion County, Mississippi, and 
reportedly buried near an old grist mill on Pushepatappa 
Creek near Dexter. He married January 9, 1809, to Lucy 
Nance, born circa 1793 in North Carolina. 

Faulk first appears in the Marion County records as a 
Justice of the Peace. He is listed on the 1825 Marion County 
Tax list and is listed in the 1830 Federal Census for Marion 
County with two sons and seven daughters. 

Jesse and Lucy probably married in North Carolina and 
the first four children were born there. According to one 
source, the Faulks were “found as pillars in the Pleasant 
Valley Church, on the old Columbia Road 8 miles” east of 
Angie, Washington Parish, Louisiana. Be as it may, asa 
widow Lucy joined the State Line Church by letter in April 
of 1857, joining with her daughter Dorothy Faulk Vince, 
Sarah Ann Faulk Morris, and Sophronia Faulk Stogner, all 
three of whom were already members there. She was later 
found as a member of New Zion in Pike County, Mississippi, 
by 1866. 

The widow, Lucy Nance Faulk, lived in 1860 with her son 
Daniel (although she is listed as head of the household) and 
a Mary Temples, 18 years of age. Lucy had real estate 
valued at $1000 and a Personal Estate of $4000. She owned 
seven slaves in two cabins, probably two families, including 
one 80-year-old man. 

Eleven children were reported born to Jesse and Lucy 
although by 1856 when Jesse died, only eight are mentioned 
in the Will. 


L Dorothy Nance H. Faulk was born circa 1811 in North 
Carolina and died March 24, 1897, probably Marion County, 
Mississippi, and buried in the Vince-Tynes Cemetery. 
Called Dollie, she was recorded in the 1880 Federal Census 
for Marion County as 76 years of age, living with son James 
M. Vince and “nephew” William Pigott, who, based on his 
age, was in all likelihood her grandson, William Isaac 
Pigott (1862-1949). See page 89. Dorothy Faulk Vince states 
both parents were born in North Carolina. 


Dorothy married Joseph Vince, born 1808 in South Carolina 
and died in 1855, He too is buried in the Vince-Tynes 
Cemetery. 


Two of Dorothy and Joseph’s daughters and a niece would 
marry sons of Thomas Pigott (1804-1866) and Martha 
Charlotte Fortenberry Pigott (180 -1846); towit, Lucy 
Elizabeth Morris (1837-1915) marries John Pigott 
(1831-1891), Sarah Ann E. Vince (1835-1884) marries Isaac 
Nathaniel Pigott (1832-1866), and Aderine Vince (1847-1923) 
marries William Pigott (1838-1895), See pages 41, 86, 90 
facing, 96.

Il. Sarah Ann Faulk was born in 1814 in North Carolina and 
died . She married December 24, 1835, in Marion County, 
Mississippi, to Alfred Morris, born December 17, 1805, in 
Robeson County, North Carolina, and died January 18, 1890. 


I. William R. HB. Fanlk was born circa 1820 in North 
Caroling and died §. He married February 1. 1838, in 
Marion County, Mississippi, to Susan P. Warren, born circa 
1823 in Florida. Willlam reported a personal estate of $4300 
in the 1850 Federal Census of Washington Parish, 
Louisiana, In the 1860 enumeration, William and Susan 
have no children and William reports a estate of 
$12,000, and real estate valued at $1000. Living next door to 
him at this time are his niece and her husband, Sarah Vince 
Pigott and Isaac Nathaniel Pigott. 


During the War Between the States, William purchased 
Confederate bonds on two occasions at $200 apiece. In 1867 
he served as an administrator of the Estate of David 
Summers of Washington Parish, Louisiana. 


Ann Eliza Faulk was born circa 1819 in North Carolina 
anddied . She married January 31, 1838, to Henry Lewis, 
son of Martin Lewis (1795-1851) and his wife Nancy.
